REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


FOR: THE VYRAR VENDING I MARC it rotues 


To the Inhabitants of Canterbury : 


We take pleasure in submitting a report of the schools 
and our work during the past year. 

Progress in school work has been most encouraging, and 
we feel justified in reporting a profitable and successful 
school year. 

We have been pleased to notice that good discipline has 
been maintained in most of our schools during the year, 
and no school can be a compiete success unless thoroughly 
governed. 

Having a larger amount of money the past year than in 
previous years, we succeeded in having thirty weeks of 
schooling and are confident that the extra weeks were 
appreciated by all. 

No disturbance has occurred in any school, and a good 
degree of harmony has existed among all, making the 
time pass pleasantly as well as industriously. 

The ladies throughout the town are very much inter- 
ested in educational work and show that interest by visit- 
ing the schools, thus inspiring the teacher and pupils to a 
ereater degree of excellence ; but most of the gentlemen 
have been very neglectful, only a few men having found 
their way to the schools the past year. 

We have made no general change of text-books during 
the year, but have found it necessary to purchase new 
books and a large quantity of general supplies to meet the 
demand.

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We have thought for some time that a change of some 
of the text-books and a supply of charts for our schools 
would be beneficial, but we have been obliged to economize 
to such an extent, in order to secure energetic and ex- 
perienced teachers, and to secure as many weeks of school- 
ing as possible, that we abolished the idea until we were 
better supplied with funds. 

It has been necessary to employ some inexperienced 
teachers but we have engaged resident applicants when 
available, and we feel that the teachers, one and all, have 
labored faithfully and persistently for the moral and intel- 
lectual welfare of the rising generation, realizing that the 
boys and girls of to-day will some day be men and women, 
possibly holding honored positions, whose minds will often 
revert to the early school training, and cherish the 
memory of some kind teacher who first inspired them with 
a love for learning. 

In conclusion, would say that we have tried to fulfil our 
duties as best our judgment would permit. 

Thanking you all for the honor conferred and for your 
kind encouragement and assistance, we respectfully sub- 
mit this report for your consideration.
